matic researcher Bill Bierly has dug deep into the 
origins and history of In God We Trust. Now he tells 
its full story, introducing Reverend Mark Watkinson, 
the preacher who rallied the Treasury Department to 
recognize Almighty God in some form on our coins 
... Mint Director James Pollock, former governor 
of Pennsylvania, a commanding figure who worked 
toward the same vision... and Treasury Secretary 
Salmon P. Chase, nephew of an Episcopal bishop, who 
marshalled our nation’s vast resources and financed 
the war with bold innovations. 
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President Abraham Lincoln figures in the tale, as 
does a cast of military generals, wealthy industrial- 
ists, poets and artists, powerful bankers, and everyday 
Americans, North and South. 


Bill shows how the upheaval of the Civil War 
changed not just the face of our coins and paper cur- 
rency, but the very foundations of modern American 
banking and finance. 


Bill will be happy to sign copies of his book at the 
meeting. 


He plans to bring a few to sell. The book is also 
available for $29.50 (free shipping) from Amazon or 
$29.95 ($5.95 shipping) from Whitman.

Newman Numismatic Portal Symposium 
Bob Evans talks about gold ship; Ken Bressett tells Red Book tales 


Zanesville-area resident Bob Evans and Red Book Editor Emeritus Ken Bres- 
sett were two of 37 speakers to give pesentations at the Newman Numismatic 
Portal’s spring symposium. The presentations are available online and free at

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Among the presenters was John Brush, who provided a overview of the for- 
mation and evolution of the D. L. Hansen collection. This session included a 
lively question & answer exchange with the audience. 


Ken Bressett discussed his storied numismatic career, most notably covering 
the development of the Guide Book over the years. 


Shanna Schmidt delivered an overview of the ancient coin auction market- 
place, noting a number of differences for those us more familiar with the larg- 
est U.S. auction firms.

The hobby’s popular “Red Book” is celebrating its 75th edition this year. In A Penny Saved, the Red Book’s 
editor emeritus, Kenneth Bressett, presents a history of the groundbreaking book and a biography of author R.S. 
Yeoman, who helped ignite a boom in coin-collecting starting in the 1930s and 1940s by promoting innova- 
tions including coin boards, folders, and new books. He tells the story of publishing giant Western Printing & 
Lithographing Company and follows the development of its offshoot, Whitman Publishing, from 1916 to today. 
Bressett, who worked alongside Yeoman, also shares his own life story in and out of numismatics. Both men 
have left indelible imprints on the hobby and on publishing in the United States.
